FAMOUS DOMINO-HENRY OF NAVARRE RACE. 

Grand Stretch Strupfflc Between Crack Horses and 
Jockeys That Ended in a Dead Heat — Riley 
Grannan's Strategy. 



'•f the iiiiiii.v lol.ilile match races in the history if 
the American tniT it is (lonlill'iii it' tl'ere ever w.is 
one which cre.aled more iiilerest llian tlial on tlie 
«;ra\<’sen<l iraes Satnrdaj, Sc‘i>lember 15. isttt. oe- 
iweeii Henry of Navarre ami Domino. It ii"t only 
|iro\i(leil a sensational finish, resnltins in a dead 
heal, lint was markeil hy a pyroleclinicai perforin- 
:ince of tile late Uilcy Orantian in the betting ring 
lirior to the race. 

Ilomiiio ami Henry of Navarre- were thriH'-ycar- 
olds, amt so mncli we're liotli admired that oldnions 
were almost e'venly divideet as to which vyas the 
bedliT of llie two. At sprinting for six furlotigs 
nine tenths of the* horscme'ii loneedesl Domino to be 
the' better, but at an.v distance? beyond that a elonbt 
e'Xisteel. ItoHi hail rnn memorable races. Henry of 
.Navarre* was sci*oml tlial ye*ar in the Itresikl.vn Han- 
ilicap. a ine-rilorions perfeirmance? for a three-year-old. 

So mite h intere'st hail heeii create'd as to the merits 
of the* t«o iiorses that ••I’hil" Dwyer offere'd a 
special imrse of $o,de»ft for a race at a mile- and tti 
eighth, with till' preivision that Domitio and He'iiry of 
Navarre' iiiiist start if the race toeik place. It was 
Iirae'i ie-a ll.c a niateh race', but as mate'll race's were* 
not euiiiiiragi'd as sne'li. it was te'ltneel a spe'ci.il 
e'Ve'iil, I'ai'li I'titry to carry 12'J iMinnds. 

The' ehi.v was pi'i'l'cct for the* rai'e anil an enormous 
i-rowil was (ire.sent. Jaine's It. Ki'eiie'. the owner 
Domino, was positive* that his horse* wonlil sta.y the 
ilisiaiii'e*. notwitlistaiiding that iiian.v of his frieinls 
we'i'i' iiessiniist ie- anil iloiibti'd his jiidgme'iit. 

On tin* otlii'i' hanil. tin' late Ityron .Mi't’lellanil had 
liriMif that Henry of Navarre* wiiulil *go a roitti*. Is* 
e- insi* till* I'olt tinishe'il si'e-imel to Dr. Kii'e in the 
liriHiklyii Haiidieap. 

■| he* ri'gnlar lai-i* followe'i's fareiri'it Domino, not 
oill.v from what tlU'.v had si*e*n him elo. but Is'canse 
tlie'.v belicyed Mr. Kei'in* would not e-oiisi'iil to a mi!i' 
ami an eigldli race' imle*ss he* hail gre*at pi*rson.il 
I'ontieli'iici* ill his Icirse*. it was tliis opinion on Hied' 
|iarl that I'aiised the bisikmake'rs to make Doiuin 
i to g favorite. 

Itili'.v Cnimian hail purchase'll a Issikmaker's stan l 
for that day. willi the* sole pnriatse of making book 
on till* matih rae-e*. His knowh'ilge of the busines 
langlit him lhat he* 1*011111 not place his I'onimissions 
on Henry of Navarre, wliich. it is claimed, amoniiti'd 
to mi'ie' than ijdeMMKSi. without having to accept a 
niiieli shorter iiriia* than he* might idlie*rwise* obtain 
if he nudertirik to spre*ad his iiioiie*y aroiiiiel the* bet 
ting ring. 

t'onseiini'iitl.v Oraniian de*<'idi'd |o take* in all th* 
public niiiiii'y obtainable! by ofl'ering ]K*lle*r isld 
against Domino at ail time's than his nei'ghlsirs did 
When the e-ighty mid Isuikniakers posteei 1 to 1' 
against Domino ilrannaii iintnealiately put ttp 11 
J'l. This brought him in si*veral thoiisanel ilollars 
and look the biisini'ss from his neighbors. 

Sisin 1 I to L*e) was offere'd in spots by othe*r book 
niiiki'i's. eiraiinan immisliati'l.v isistcel to .1. Again 
this brought tile* spi'cnliit i vi* crowd to his statiil. anil 
iiian.v of Hie* b'Hikniakcrs left tlii'ir iKisitious and 
wiigi'ii'd oil Domino at to 

It did not lake long for Cramian to be snrrimmli*el 
b.v a hiigi* irowd. and onl.v he and a fe*w e>f his 
intiinali's eve*r knew how mni'h mone.v he tix>k in 
on the' rail*, for In* iie'vcr ••rnbbeel'’ his to edTer 
ing. The ring was absolntely ile*nioralizeii. nine 
tenths of the* iMHikniakei's refusing to do biisinesr 
preferring to make what wageTS thi'j- wanti'il with 
1 Iraniian. 

Tin* result of this cleviT maneuver was that 
ilranmin placed ni*arly e*very ponn.v of his commis 
sions ill mills of alMiiii lid to 11. Had In* (lisiribnleil 
It among the* biH'kniakcrs, he would have lieen taking 
possibly .-| to 1. The re*snlt was that his winnings 
e*vcii after the tii'kets had In'eti split, as customary 
wi'i'e somelliing like $od.iHld, H was a nidable in 
staiici* of a belling ring being dcmoralizi'il by one 
man. and sliowisl the* cmd and calenlating brain 
(Iraiinan. who wa* one of the greate'st ]iluiigers 
ill the history of tin* turf. 

The* race w;is ii hair-raising, heart-stopping eon 
te'sl. lirannan sIo.hI on the hiwn in his shirt sli*i*ves, 
for the day was e*.\e'ci*ilingly warm, surrounded by a 
miiititiidi* of tin* curious. He was the center of 
nllraeiion be'fore tin* start was made. 

When the horse's left the post Domino went to the 
froiiB immediately and opened up a foot or two of 
daylight on his oiiiament. Tar.tl sat still on tin 
Keene horse, though he gave liim sutlieient rein to 
make the pace interesting. 

Sam Doggelt. who had tin* mount on Ilenr.v of Na 
varn*. had to keep tin* handsoiin* chesitiuf at hi 
work to hold his position, which was as close to th 
rail as In* could get him. He never let him fall 
niore than a length and a half lieliiinl. 

These eiiiiililions prevailed for alaiiit three ipiarters 
'riirning out of the baeksireleh Taral allowed IKnuino 
to move a iritle from the rail tialh. 

Doggelt knew lhat lie would have to lose mtieh 
ground if he liad to go aroimd tin* black liorse. so 
In* drove Navarre into the sjiaee hetwm*n the rail 
and Domino and did it so sueeessfiilly that a ipiarter 
of a mill* from home the horses locked and the real 
race iK'gan. 

rirsi one and tlieii the tdlier would show his nose 
ill front. Taral rode with hand and lieel on Domini 
at tin* same time keeping his horse so eh>se to 
Henry of .Navarre that their ribs and hips were al- 
most touching. 

ll.v doing this he had deprived Doggelt of the 
Use of his whip hand. Tin* latter could tint Ilf! 
It. and had to be 1*01111*111 to “hand ride'' his horse. 
There was not an inch between them in their drive 
ilowu Ihe stretch until the.v reached tin* sixteentn 
post. .\t that point it !m.k>d as if Domino was 
wei'keiiing. .V mighty roar went up from the erowd: 
‘■.Navarre wins." Evoryoin* seemed to sis* ar once 
the nose of McClellatnrs horse forging in front. 

lint the race was not over. Taral hail something 
left in Domino. ,\s th* horsi*s passed the grandstand 
ilenr.v of Navarre was probably thfi'c inches in 
fisiid. hilt In* dill not sis*m to improve on that 
margin, though Doggett was riding like a demon. 

The next instant Taral |iiekisi ni> his whiii and. 
striking Domino onee. or twice, tin* black horse 
answered and again got tip on even terras. 

It was horse against horse and jockey again* t 
jis-ke.v for the last fifty vards of the race. Neither 
aniin.*il could gain a frH<*lion of an inch on the ether. 
Noitiier would give up. The thoroughbred delerraina- 
lioii iiianifested Itself in both 

The shouts of the crowd eiieonraged IhUIi horses 
and riders. .\t last they Hashed by tin* judges. No 
one could tell wliii*b had won. There was breathless 
silence for a fi w seconds, when but two words were 
uiiered siniullaneonsly from l’.1,(rKt throats; "Dead 
liea I . ' ’ 

Tlirongli it all Crannan stood on the lawn, his 
Inll. sleiiih r ligiire being in marked contrast to some 
Ilf those around him. He never s|>oke a word iliiring 
the running of the eoiilest. bill held his fit*ld glasses 
tirnily glU‘*d to his eyes. .\fter the "dead heal” 
signs Inid been iiosted lie turned around with a smile 
•'and nonehalanlly remarki*<I: “It v\*as a nice race, 

wasn't it';”

SOME EPSOM DERBY REMINISCENCES. 

Several sisirls were in a rather |i:ulous eoiidilioii 
during the early seventies, hut this does md apply 
lo racing, which was going strong, altliongli, por- 
haps, the liorses wiiicli were running in the first 
.vear of that decade were mvt an exeeplionnily good 
lot. At all events, the Derliy field of l.$7n' eonld 
not compare as regards its merit witli some of those 
whieli iinmediatel.v prm-edisl and sneeecled it. there- 
by fnil.y justifying Die witty eritieism wliieli ap- 
peared in "Puneh’’ to Die elfect tliat liorses which 
ran were all niiaierate. as "only two of tliem eonlil 
pa.ss muster,” tliis being .an alisolnte fact, as tlie 
order at Die finish was Kingcraft tirst, Palmerston 
sceiaid and .7lnster third. 

Mac-Gregor’s forelegs were propp.v. and lie com- 
pletely failed, as nniny excellent judges antieinj led 
lie would, to act down tlie hill in the Derby; loit 
still his defeat brought consternatiiai to the talent, 
who had . support ml him as one man. I'onsiderahle 
stimnlus. morfover, was provided them in Dufir 
protestations of surprise at the defeat of the fa- 
vorite liy s')nie wild statements whicli were made 
by J. Daley — Hermit's old jm-key— wlio liad ridden 
-Mai-Gre.gor in laith the Two 'Thousiind Guineas and 
Derliy. 'I'lie public for tlie most part never knew 
e.xactly wliac poor Dale.y — he died a few months ago 
—-said in his |s»st-nrandial mintiiK^nees. lint the natnro 
of his iitti-rani'es was sntfieientl.v ohjeetionalde lo 
justify Die lliri^iits of stringent legal pro<*et-iiiiigs oii 
Die part of .71r. Merry. Ilappil.v. !iowev<>r, Dio 
wratli of the iiieen.sed owner of .MacGregor was jila- 
eatod ii.v tli)^ pnlilii ation of a most ali.jeet :i|:olog.\ , 
in Die emirse of wliieli ids forgiveness for "words 
spoken in idle talk"’ was hnmlil.v eraveil for. 

•7lr. .7leny, moreover, lived long enongli to lie 
eoiiipenss tel for the Epsom defeat of MacGregor, 
as he won Die I'erliy of l$7:i willi Doncaster, wiiieli 
slartetl at the iiealtliy islds of 46 to 1, with Gang 
Forward and Kaiser dead-heating for seeond idaee 
a Inilf length lo-liind liini. 

Tlie two seasons intervening lietweeii Die years 
1876 and 1S73 were nicmoralde fr.nn several iioinis 
of view, tlio former cliietly on aeeonnt of its liav- 
ing resiilteil in a series of reniarkalile sneeesses 
for Baron RoDi.st'hiid's f:imoii.s liliie jacket, .vellmv 
cap, now so familiar to and popular witli the iiiili- 
iic as Mr. IjCoiioIiI de Rothsehiid’s racing livcrv. 
-At all events, in 1$71 Raron Rothsehild's fainio'is 
tip, "Follow the Itaron.” was fnllv justified liy 
Die success of liis liorses, as. amongst oDier stakes, 
he won Die Derliy with Favoniiis: the One 'I'lKinsand 
(Inineas. Itaks. and St. lx“gi‘r with ilanoali. which 
was named after ids ilangiiter. Die fntim* Gonnless 
of Lord Roseliery: anil tlie Gesarewiteli witli an- 
oDier three-year-. 111. Corisande. Fp to tliat time 
Raron Roth.seliild liad not won a Derli.v or St. 
I.a*ger. hut lie ran seeond to Bine iKiwn witli King 
.Alfred' in ISI'Jn. and liad captured tlie One 'nionsaiid 
Guineas with .Mentmore Lass in LS73 and Tomato 
in 1.S64; widlst Die Oaks had fallen to his sliare 
liy Die aid of Ilippia in 1.S67. 

Jjo doubt Cremorne. which won the Derliy in 
1872. was an exeeptionallv good. and. moreover. :i 
well-traineii horse. Imt Mr. J. N. Astley, the so- 
called silent memlier of the Oxford and 'Ciimliridge 
( Inh. nearly succeeded in upsetting lin^ gooil tiling 
witli the rank outsider I'ell .7lell. whieh started 
at Die healthy priev of .76 to 1. Mr. Astley was 
one of tile last men to give Idniself awa.v. Imt 
lu^ was .gnilt.v <if tliat iniliscr<‘tioii to a ndnoi* i*\- 
tent in connection with l'<•ll Mell, which was at 
the time known as the Makeshift colt, for he of- 
lered to buy the ticket from his fellow-inenilier 
who had drawn him in the Oxford and Garni, ridge 
Club Derby .Sweepstakes, wliieb cirenmstams^ in- 
duced me to risk a sovereign each way .in tin; 
boi'se when 1 had lieard tlu^ suggestion made. 

(Jeorge Frederick, wliicli won the T.lne Ril, and 
of Die tnrf in IS74. was the pro|M‘rtV of Die racing 
solicitor. .Mr. ( art wriglit. wlio also owned bis si- 
ters, I.onise 7'ictoria and .Aland .Ale.vandra. tlie trio 
being fi'inn Die Mar.syas dam. Princess of AVales. :is 
was tlieir broDier, .Alltert 7’ietor. wliicli accounts 
for their names. Ail four could race, and of Die 
fillies the elder was Die better tliongh slie was 
aft'eeted by an nnsighlly sfringhalt as slic w:ilkod: 
wliile George Frederick— wliicli nie.asnred more rimnd 
Die girtli tlian any liorse I can call to mind -was 
cursed li.v a vile teni|>er. wliieli grew worse as his 
age inei-ea.sed. 

It was alMiiit the eonimencemont <if the seventies 
- I am not clear as i-egards Die exaci year - 
tliat a tM'Siiendons amount of excitement was 
aroused in turf circles liy Die prose, -nl Pm of Dr. 
.$horthims»‘. jiroprietor :ind editor of Die ".$|,ortiiig 
Times.” by Sir Joseph Hawley, wlio eonsldered that 
he had lieen libeled in that paper, as nndonlitediy 
lie li.id l>,’cn. 'I lie trimlde all arose over a eoi,- 
triimtor to Dr. Sliorthimse's journal alluding lo Dio 
irascible baronet as ".Sir Jo.'epli .Seratcb- Hawlev.” 
wliieh not merely was rude but also a direct reliee- 
tion upon Die iMilic.v lie had adopted in connection 
witli a Certain liorse. 

Beyond all doubt Dr. SborDionse could liave .savisi 
himself trouliU- I,:id lu» givcTi tlie name of Dn* 
offendin.g writer. Imt the doctor was a sportsni:in 
down to tile ground, and determined to accept the 
full respqnsiliility an adinirahie resolution, which 
resulted in his conviction and iniprisonnient. Dii 
the oilier Iiand in: giiiiKsI the admiration and re- 
spect of thousands of lu^oiile ontside the journalistic 
world; tint. pcrha|is not nnnatnrully, his experienees 
involved a distaste for ionnialisin, ‘and slsirtlv after 
his release he disposeil of tlie paper lo his old 
frimiil— I veryhody's old friend — .lolin Gorlett. 

-Apropos of Die |,ro.secntion alaive ref<Tred to, 
it may be mentioned th.nt evervlioilv si^emoil to 
know who tlie :iiiDw.r of the 'lilwl' wliich sent 
Dr. Shorfhonse to pi'isoi, rcall.v was. .All Die same. 

I am not going to inentiim it here, tint there was 
a li in il. and its owner, after siil, -editing anoDier 
sporting paper in this country, eventinilly foimd 
Ills w:iv to Smith -Africa, where he kept' np liis 
joiirniilism until tho end of his life.
